Housing race involves some history 


If there is one race in Wilmington’s town election that is 
generating some interest, it's the race for housing authority. 
So far, the race has been relatively quiet. The background, 
however, is very interesting 

George Hooper, chairman of the housing authority, is seek- 
ing re-election, facing three challengers, Dan Gillis, Bill 
Belbin and Elmer Parker 

The housing authority is a local board operating under 
mandates of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
authority manages 40 units of elderly housing at Deming 
Way, plus eight rental homes in various parts of town. The 
authority had been working for many years, attempting to 
bring more housing to Wilmington. Stymied in its attempts to 
qualify for state funding, the authority finally applied direct- 
ly to the federal government through the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 

The authority was seeking housing for elderly and family 
use. The first approval was given for the family housing. A 
site was selected on West Street, on the east side of Route 93. 
After some preliminary exploration of the site, it was ruled 
out because of wetlands. 

This action, however, was enough to convince HUD that 
Wilmington was serious about seeking family housing. HUD 
then gave the housing authority the go-ahead for some elder- 
ly housing. Wilmington had filed with HUD a Housing Action 
Plan (HAP) signed by a majority of the selectmen, which 
called for 80 units of elderly and 25 units of family housing. 

The authority then went through a site selection process. 
Then, with a list of possible sites, proposals were sought from 
developers. Five developers submitted bids. These bids were 
reviewed by the authority, under HUD guidelines. 

Of the five proposals, the housing authority selected one 
submitted by Berkshire Builders of Bedford, New Hamp- 
shire. The Berkshire proposal called fortwo adjacent 
developments to be built near McNamara Tire. The 80 units 
of elderly housing would be on a parcel accessible from Main 
Street. The 25 units of family housing would be ona parcel ac- 
cessible from Glen Road, by way of the King Street exten- 
sion 

As the authority moved toward town meeting action for the 
proposed housing, opposition began developing. Persons liv- 
ing near the proposed sites began attending housing authori- 
ty meetings. Before long, they had attracted other people, 
and organized under the name of the Concerned Citizens of 
Wilmington. 

The housing authority meetings of July and August, 1980 
were long, hot, crowded and often noisy. The chairman of the 
authority at the time was Barbara Larson. George Hooper 
was vice chairman. While some interested citizens came to 
listen, others came to complain, and some of them did so 
very loudly 

Mrs. Larson's reaction was to clamp down on public speak- 
ing at the housing authority meetings. She ruled that anyone 


wanting to speak had to be placed on the agenda, and then 
ruled that anyone wanting to be placed on the agenda had to 
request this in writing, three days before the meeting. Her 
action maintained order within the meetings, but infuriated 
many people. 

Meanwhile, the authority had met with the selectmen and 
had requested that two articles be placed on the warrant for a 
special town meeting in September. One was to modify the 
age of eligibility for elderly housing in the town’s zoning 
bylaw, bringing it into compliance with HUD’s guidelines. 
The other was to transfer ownership of a parcel of town- 
owned land to Berkshire Builders, giving them sufficient 
frontage to satisfy the zoning bylaws. 

When the selectmen closed the warrant for the September 
town meeting, neither of the housing authority's two articles 
was included. 

It was at this point that the housing authority voted to in- 
voke Chapter 774, also known as the anti-snob zoning law. 
Under 774, a developer can require a town to group all local 
permit actions into one comprehensive permit, with the deci- 
sion to be made by the board of appeals 

Hearings were held, both by the board of appeals and by 
the conservation commission, which does not come under the 
comprehensive permit, but before decisions could be 
rendered, the applications were withdrawn by Berkshire. 

Another special town meeting was called in early 
December 1980 to vote on the housing authority's articles. 
Opponents of the housing submitted an-article for the same 
meeting which would have taken the Berkshire site by emi- 
nent domain, as conservation land. None of the articles pass- 
ed. At the town meeting, the housing authority was pressed to 
rescind the decision to use 774. Members of the authority 
agreedd to do so at their next meeting, which they did. 

In early 1981, members of the Concerned Citizens were 
shocked to learn that Berkshire Builders had initiated a $5 
million lawsuit against the town, the selectmen, the Concern- 
ed Citizens, individual members of the selectmen and the 
Concerned Citizens, the housing authority, and some people 
who were not members of the Concerned Citizens, but who 
had spoken in opposition to the housing project at the town 
meeting. The lawsuit ws eventually withdrawn, but not 
before some defendants had been put to considerable legal 
expense zi 

In 1981, Barbara Larson decided not to ru for re-election 
and Warren Newhouse was elected. Hooper became chair- 
man and in the 1981 annual town meeting, the town voted to 
turn the vacant Buzzell School over to the housing authority 
No funding has’ been secured for any conversion of that 
building to hauging for the elderly, and it sits empty. 

At the 1982 annual town meeting, articles were submitted 
to allow Berkshire to proceed with 50 units of elderly housing 
on the site near McNamara Tire, plus 10 units of family hous- 
ing on scattered sites. At the town meeting, Town Counsel

Alan Altman announced that Berkshire had withdrawn the $5 
million suit. The articles were defeated, and Berkshire 
withdréw from the project a couple of months later. 

Throughout the controversy, various personalities have 
been subject to side-battles, and George Hooper certainly 
was among those personalities. One other personality, Paul 
Theodos, charged that Hooper was mismanaging the authori- 
ty. State audits of authority records, though, have not borne 
out any such allegations. 

Hooper, meanwhile, has remained a steadfast advocate of 
building more housing, and has opposed suggestions that it 
be locally financed. Concerned Citizens members have op- 
posed HUD financing, charging that federal financing means 
federal control. Hooper has said that the money for building 
housing is not in question, so much as the money to operate it 
He does not feel the town can afford it 

With Hooper up for re-election, people who were involved 
with the Concerned Citizens are actively opposing him. A. 
Daniel Gillis, a member of the Concerned Citizens, is one 
candidate who is running against Hooper. For many years, 
Gillis was a fixture on the planning board, and he has served 
two terms as a selectmen, His announcement of candidacy 
appears elsewhere in this issue, as does Hooper's. Both are 
interesting reading. 

Other candidates are Wilson Belbin and Elmer Parker, 
neither of whom have any involvement with the Concerned 
Citizens. Belbin is a former housing authority member who 
has also served on the redevelopment authority and the 
Wilmington Council on Aging. A retired carpenter, he is a 
staunch advocate for senior citizens. Bebin is probably best 
known as a man who often speaks up at town meeting, to the 
point where he is one of the more noteworthy personalities at 
town meetings. He has remained fairly quiet so far in this 
campaign. 

One man who has not remained quiet is Elmer “Sonny” 
Parker, Parker's best forum is the coffee shop circuit, and he 
can often be found in Winston's Coffee Shop, where he is a 
one-man floor show. His wit is very sharp, but his comments 
make it difficult to take him seriously as a candidate. 

With the Berkshire proposal completely in the past, the 
housing authority is now in a position where, having lost the 
$5 million federal grant for that project, new avenues are be- 
ing explored for additional housing. One of the most promis- 
ing plans involves the installation of a sewer line to serve the 
present housing at Deming Way, which would allow the use of 
land now occupied by a septic system for additional housing. 
Discussion also continues over the use of closed school 
buildings as additional housing. R 

While all the candidates are advocating more housing, they 
are all coming from very different positions. Voters will be 
faced with having to sort out the personalities of the can- 
didates from the positions.

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Building inspector loses gas privilege 


There will be no more full 
tanks of town bought gas going 
into the car of Building In- 
spector Bill Granfield. So the 
selectmen of Tewksbury have 
voted, by a 3-2 margin. 

Granfield uses his personal 
car in the business of being a 
building inspector. Ever since a 
September 1982 town meeting 
vote raising the rate of reim: 
bursement from 12 cents a mile 
to 20 cents a mile for employees 
using personal cars for town 
business, Granfield has been 
getting one tankfull of gas a 
week and 20 cents a mile 
reimbursement while doing 
town related work 

That pratice has come under 
criticism by members of the 
Tewksbury Finance Commiteee 
and was discussed on February 
16 by the Tewksbury Selectmen 

Grantfield seems to be the only 
‘Tewksbury official with such an 
agreement with the town. The 
agreement was hashed out when 
Granfield first agreed to use his 


personal car to perform town 
business. At that time, the 
selectmen agreed that Granfield 
could fill his gas tank once a 
week in addition to getting 12 
cents a mile. Granfield had 
argued that the 12 cent a mile 
reimbursement alone was not 
enough to cover the expense of 
using his personal car for town 
business 
Selectmen Dick Trueba and 
Bill Hallisey defended Gran 
field's position 
Hallisey said, “If we change, 
then maybe we should buy him a 
car.” ‘That action would strip 
Granfield of getting the 20 cents 
a mile and allow him to fill the 
town car with gas. 
_Trueba said he believed 
anfield had been “very 
decent" in the doing of town 
business. Selectman Dick 
Morris agreed with Hallisey that 
Granfield did take the job at 12 
cents a mile, but added, the pay 
was increased to 20 cents a mile.

Kindergarten a child must be 
five years of age on or before 
January 1, 1984. A birth cer- 
tificate or proof of age must be 
submitted before a child enters 
school in September 

No child will be admitted to 
school without a certificate, of 
immunization. It is strongly 
recommended that parents at 
the time of ,registration take 
records indicating the dates 
immunization was completed. 
Certain immunizations are 
required and must be completed 
by the first day of school 

The required immunizations 
for students entering Kin- 
dergarten are: 

1. Diptheria, Tetanus and 
Pertussis: A total of four shots 
of DTP, if the child is five years 
old or younger, If the child has 
reached his sixth birthday 
before completing the series, it 
would be completed with Td No. 
2, rather than DPT No. 1. No 
Pertussis vaccine should be” 
given after the sixth birthday 
Children six years of age and 
over, who have not received the 
DPT, should receive three in- 
jections of Td. 


2.0ral Polio Vaccine: Three 
basic drinks (1 Booster, one 
year after third drink, On en- 
tering Kindergarten all children 
who have completed a series of 
oral polio vaccine should be 
given a single booster dose, all 
others should complete primary 
series) 


3. Measles: One shot after 12 
months; 4.Mumps: one shot; 4. 
Rubella: one shot. (Measles, 
mumps and rubella are usually 
combined into a single shot 
administered as one shot.) 

Note: Small pox is no longer 
required or recommended. 

‘Although a child may be 
refused admission to school if 
he-she does not meet the im- 
munization requirements, it is 
not intended that any child 
whose parents comply with the 
intent of Chapter 161 (mandated 
Immunization Requirements) 
should be excluded from school 
evan fora single day. A note 
from a private physician or town 
clinic indicating that required 
immunizations have been 
started is evidence of such 
compliance 

In order to determine the 
needs of your child, it may be 
necessary to contact your doctor 
if the immunizaitons were ad- 
ministered by a_ private 
physician, or the Tewksbury 
Board of Health. Those unable to 
receive immunizations or 
boosters from their private 
doctors will be able to par- 
ticipate in immunization clinics 
held once every other month by 
the Tewksbury Board of Health 
free of charge. Additional in- 
formation pertaining to im- 
munization requirements and 
immunization clinics may be 
obtained from the board of 
health, school principals and-or 
school nurse.

‘Though Jean hadn't raised the 
entire amount of money she 
would need for such a trip, she 
made preparations — packed the 
right clothes, got all necessary 
shots, etc. and, at the last minute,

“We did a lot of traveling by bus 


and jeep through the Indian 
countryside. We saw fascinating 
villages and had many personal 
exchanges with the people, espec 
ially children. I bathed in the 
Ganges with othgr pilgrims, visit- 
ed countless ashrams, sat and 
rested before the Taj Mahal at 
sunrise, explored the ‘Resplend. 


ent Island’ which is what Sri 
Lanka means. 
She says ‘‘Kandy, Sri Lanka's 


most beautiful town, is where we 
watched the elephants being 
bathed...and I rode one 

“We met for an hour with the 
Prime Minister of India, Indira 
Gandhi. We asked her questions 
and she obliged with answers 


“Gandhi explained that a 
Family Planning Program is 
going in ‘patches.’ She said 


women are for it but the majority 
of men are against it. Not so much 
because of religious practices but 
for fear of becoming a minority 
group. The area it’s working best 
in is Karela — that's because the 
area has a higher percentage of 
educated people. She said they 
need more doctors doing Family 
Planning Program work...women 
in India only go to female doctors 
and it's only been several years 
since the women have given up 
Purdah (means women placed in 
seclusion only seen by members 
of their family: otherwise they 
wear veils or go out in veiled 
carriages.) Gandhi explained 
how the program affects middle- 
class women more than lower 
class women...."" 

Jean says one of the highlights 
of her trip was to visit Gandigram 

a community based on Gandhi 
principals where people are 
learning trades, skills, etc. to pro- 
mote self-sufficiency. The land 
there was divided among 50 com 
munities, being supportive of one 
another.” 

“In this particular commun 
ity,” Jean says, “they make soap, 
weave rugs, gi dw gfains...we saw 
horrendous poverty in big cities. 
Villages are more self-sufficient 
as they have more land to grow 
food on. People in smaller 
villages appear to be very hap- 
py...India, which has only been an 
independent country for 30 years, 
and is one-third the size of this 
country, with three times the 
people, has a major difficulty 
there are about 35 major langu 
ages spoken in India!” 

Jean says the meeting with

Gandhi was on a one-to-one basis, 

was warm and friendly, and one 
could feel the love within the 
woman 

“In Bodhgaya we visited the 
temple and the Bodahi tree under 
which the great Buddha received 
enlightenment.” 

Another highlight of the trip for 
Jean was visiting all the children 
in the many orphanages that the 
famed Mother Theresa has dedi- 
cated her life to. “Every orphan 
in the home at Calcutta has found 
a home and been adopted...oh, 
they need clothes desperately 
And they need polio vaccine! How 
I wish people around here would 
send these much needed items to 
Mother Theresa's children...” 

“Something I'll never forget 
was the meeting we had with 
Vimala Thakar. She had worked 
closely with Mahatma Gandhi for 
years. She spoke with us about the 
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But as she continued she began to 
make sense, a mild alcoholic 
stupor notwithstanding. 

She said, “I've been sitting at 
this bar for a couple of hours, and 
for the fun of it I've been listening 
to people order drinks from 
Bocce. I've discovered that very 
few people take the time to use 
the elusive word: 

I admitted that I had never 
given it much thought. And I 
probably wouldn't give it much 
thought after we finished our little 
talk. We exchanged a few more 
pleasantries, then | moved on 

For some inexplicable reason, 1 
kept being reminded of my en: 
counter with this woman the next 
day. I found myself unconsciously 
listening for people to use those 
elusive words. At the super: 
market. At the newstand. At the 
gas station. At the bank. My 
research was far from scientific, 
but I did come to the same con: 
clusion as that woman at the 
Copley. Very few people took the 
time to say the elusive words. A 
typical example of what I saw and 
overheard took place as I ate 
supper by myself at the bar of a 
local restaurant 

A middle-aged man, with 
bristly hair streaked with light 
and dark shades of grey and 
wearing a red plaid flannel shirt, 
sat next to me with a young 
woman who looked like she could 
have been his daughter. They 
ordered a couple of draught beers 
from a female bartender, who 
was friendly and efficient. After 
they were served their beers, this 
guy waited to make eye contact 
with another bartender, a young 
male this time, who was walking 
by and held up some money 

“I need cigarette money 
guy in the flannel shirt 
curtly 

The bartender took the money 

a one dollar bill — and went to 
the cash register. As he made 
change, he turned part way 
around and said, “The machine 
takes a dollar twenty-five. Do you 
have the extra quarter, or do 
you need two in change?” 

It seemed like a reasonable 
question, and the bartender was 
very courteous in the way he 
asked it. But this guy in the

Gandhi movement and concerns 
for social actions...she will be 
here in the Boston area sometime 
this year. You shouldn't miss her 
visit and what she has to say.”" 

Jean says, “By the end of our 
mission, our group of 33 pilgrims

Using coal 
ashes in 


the garden 


With so many 
homeowners con 
verting to coal heat 
disposal of the ashes 
may be a problem 
Coal ashes can be used 
in the home garden 
but with caution. Coal 
ashes contain nitrogen 
and phosphorus but in 
combinations that will 
not break down in the 
soil. The ashes contain 
some potassium, 
calcium, magnesium 
and sulfur. All of these 
to some extent will be 
released in the soil and 
supply plants with 
nutrients 

The coarse particles 
of ash (size of coarse 
sand) have a pH of 
about six which is 
slightly acidic in 
reaction. Fly ash (size 
y fine sand 
a pH value of 6.5 or 
higher, giving some 
value as liming 
material. It would be a 
good idea to have your 
soil tested before 
applying coal ashes 

Coal ash may con 
tain Boron and other 
soluble salts. These 
can be a problem to 
salt sensitive plants 
such as beans, celery 
radish, cucumber 
squash, peas and small 
fruits 

When applying coal 
ash large chunks of 
unburned coal should 
be removed and used 
in the compost. This 
will aid in air 
movement.

The American Red Cross has 
completed the first’ major 
reorganization of its chapter 
structure in the Massachusetts 
Bay area. As a result of the 
reorganization, the activities of 19 
Red Cross chapters, involving 73 
cities and towns, are now being 
coordinated through a central 
headquarters in Boston 

Samuel L, Batcheler, Jr., of 
Brookline, volunteer chairman 
and a chief architect of the 
reorganization of the American 
Red Cross of Massachusetts Bay 
said: “The new setup will im 
prove services to the 2.5 million 
people in the area served by the 
Red Cross 

We found that if we were going 
to continue to give the people of 
this area high quality services at 
a cost we could afford, we were 
going to have to make some 
changes,” Mr. Batchelder said 

‘Our goal is to get greater par 
ticipation by volunteers in 
leadership and the delivery of 
services in the field, and to make 


our volunteers and staff more 
accountable for their per 
formance 

Mr. Batcheler said that the 


need for reorganization of the Red 
Cross structure here became 
apparent five 
questions began to be he 
the lack of efficienc:

In 
May, 1982, a reorganization plan 
was approved by the Board of 
Governors of the National Red 
Cross and is now being im 
plemented. Under the plan, a 
central executive unit was 
created to oversee operations and 
administration throughout the 
area. The unit is headed by a 
volunteer board of directors 
representing the Massachusetts 
Bay area and each region 


The regions are: the North 
Shore Region which includes the 
Greater Lynn, Peabody, Salem 
and Greater Danvers Chapters 
Eastern Middlesex Region which 
includes the Malden, Reading 
Melrose, Stoneham, Wakefield 
and Winchester Chapters 
Central Middlesex Region which 
includes Minuteman and 
Waltham Chapters; West 
Suburban Region which include 
the West Suburban and Weston 
Chapters; South Shore Region 
whic includes South Shore, 
Cohasset, and Scituate Chapters 
and two single chapter regions, 
Cambridge and Greater Boston 

Each region has a volunteer 
board of directors overseeing 
service delivery and operations 
within the region, a regional 
manager, and staff at the 
regional level to assist the 
volunteers with delivery of ser 
vice on a day-to-day basis. In 
addition, service specialists and 
support staff at the Mass. Bay 
level have responsibility for their 
activities throughout the area, 
working with Massachusetts Bay 
volunteer committees.

“While much progress has been 
made,” Mr Batchelder said, “we 
still have a long way to go to 
implement our long-range plan 
which was put together over a 12 
month period in 1981 and 1982

must take over the next few years 
is clear and will certainly benefit 
the thousands of Massachusetts 
Bay citizens who directly receive 
our services each year, Our 
ability to provide service 
primarily through unpaid 
volunteers with relatively little 
staff support makes Red Cross 
unique in its ability to maximize 
the community benefits derived 
from its share of the charitable 
dollar. We intend to improve our 
record as a major provider of a 
variety of social services within 
tte Mass. Bay area and to 
maintain a flexible and respon 
sive attitude to changing com 
munity needs. We know we have a 
big job ahead of us, but we are 
confident that the people will 
support our efforts,"" Mr. Bat 
chelder said.

This photograph 
which was widely distributed by 
the Republican National Com 
mittee, caused Abraham Lincoln 
to become known to many people 
and in 1860 he was nominated by 
the new Republican Party for the 
presidency 

Among the slides were scenes 
of Washington at the time of 
Lincoln's arrival in the city when 
Washington was very unat 
tractive and a very unhealthy 
place to live.

Because the Southern members 
of Congress felt that war over the 
emancipation isue was inevitable 
and that when the South won the 
war a new Capitol would be 

ablished in the South, they 
refused to support an ap 
propriatiog for completion of the 
Capitol 

Eventually Lincoln was suc 
cessful in having Congress 
provide the necessary funds and 
by the time he took his second 
oath of office in 1865 the Capitol 
was finally completed

Canaries, parakeets and other 
small birds make excellent pets, 
especially for the elderly, since 
they require little space and ef 
fort, and are relatively easy to 
care for. The best way to prevent 
a bird from becoming ill, or in 

sted by pests, is to keep your 

hered friend well fed, clean 
and adequately housed 

elect a bird cage that is large 
enough to provide exercise room, 
and place it out of reach of other 
pets and away from drafts 
Provide clean cage lining, fresh 
gravel, seed and water on a daily 
basis. Gravel an essential 
addition to the diet of seed-eating 
birds. The cage should also be 
completely cleaned and disin 
fected at least once a week. 

Symptoms of iliness in a bird 
include diarrhea, constipation. 
breathing difficulty and lethargy 
If your pet bird shows any of these 
symptoms, first check for logical 
causes. Has the bird been getting 
proper food and fresh water 
regularly? Check the seed dish 
carefully — it's easy to mistake 
empty seed hulls for a full supply 
of whole seeds. Diarrhea can be 
caused by too many fresh greens 
as extra treats. It follows that 
constipation can be cured by 
adding some lettuce or celery 
greens to the diet 

Birds moult regularly but 
excessive moulting or persistent 
bald patches could be a sign of 
illness or parasites. If you suspect

Software is the fuel that drives the engine of ac ymputer 
the instructions that link man and machine As the sales of 
personal computers have boomed, so has the demand for 
computer programs that equip the machine to do every 
thing from playing electronic games to doing word process 
ing afd financial analysis 
The personal computer market has blossomed from 
existence six years ago into a $6.1 billion-a-year indus 
try The darker side of the business — the piracy — has 
mirrored that growth, and is proving harder to shake off

Piracy has taken a bite — some would say a chunk — out 
of the revenues of the mostly young companies that make 
up the growing field of software manufacture Analysts es 


timate that anywhere from 20 to 30 percent or mare of their 
revenues is lost to bootleggers 

One leading manufacturer of software for video games

estimates that his programs have a life expectancy 
six months. After that, pirated copie 
that no one will pay retail prices to obtain an origin. 

For those owning personal computers or contemplating 
their purchase, the piracy could lead at the very least to 
higher prices for software. More likely. the image of the 
fledgling industry could be tarnished by a flood of pirated 
programs of dubious quality and further confuse a market an 
already jammed with dozens of competing companies
